The present invention does not satisfy the criteriori set forth in Article 33 (2) PCT because the 
subject-matter of Claims 1 , 7 and 8 is not new in respect of the prior art as defined in the 
regulations (Rule 64 (1) PCT). 

Documents D1 to D4 disclose all the essential features of claim 1 like a refrigerator having a 
cold air duct comprising an evaporator, a defrosting heater, a fan and open/close means. 
D1 and D2 reveal a fan positioned over the evaporator (claim 7) and D3 shows the defrosting 
heater positioned between the fan and the evaporator (claim 8). 

But all these documents do not show the features of dependent claim 2, like open/close 
means in the upper and lower side of said duct. Claims 3-6 show preferred realisations of 
claim 2 and claims 9-1 1 of claim 1 . 

In conclusion claims 1. 7 and 8 can not be considered to be new and involving an inventive 
step.
